LONDON, October 6.—The Government is 
placed in very queer straits by the Coroner in 
the Mitchellstown inquiry issuing summons 
to Brownrigg to produce his special instruc- 
tions from Dublin Castle as to the movement 
of the police. These instructions, apparently, 
superceded Gladstone’s order, in 1880, that 
the constabulary were to request permission 
of the chairman to give them accommodation 
onthe platform, The Irish party now have 
the Government in a fix. Either they must 
desert their officer and allow him to be com- 
mitted for contempt of court, or they must 
confess themselves before the world re- 
sponsible for the Mitchellstown murders. 

MADAGASCAR TROUBLES. 

The revival ot the Madagascar difficulty cor- 
responds with the general expectation here. 
When Gen. Willoughby, the English Com- 
mander of the Queen’s forces, left here, he 
prophesied an early rupture, which would 
arise when France tried to put an extreme in- 
terpretation on the protectoral. France is 
very weak diplomatically, and has been fur- 
ther weakened by Italy’s adhesion to the Ger- 
man alliance and Engiand’s sympathy with it. 
The ch: nces are, therefore, that Madagascar 
will win. 

THE NEW ALLIANCE. 

Now that Crispi has made a positive declara- 
tion that Italy has gained the Austro-German 
alliance as proof of her interest in the main- 
tenance of peace agd palance of power, the 
presstiTton caneuel to takewgsimuilar step, to 
which I referred yesterday, grows stronger. 
Practically, the new alliance will have for its 
principal object the maintenance of peace next 
year. It is really an anti-war-in-the-spring 
combination. 

THE ENGLISH HOME-RULERS. 

Members of the English Home-Rule Union 
who have been traveling in Ireland have come 
back with enthusiastic reports of their recep- 
tion. They are delighted with the people, 
their simplicity, friendliness and passive dis- 
position. There is now a regular system of 
communication on Irish affairs between the 
English and Irish politicians. 

THE CHURCH CONGRESS. 

The address by Champion, the Socialist, at 
the Church Congress was very well received 
by the majority of the clergy present. They 
hooted down his allusion to the Queen and 
more than one of them went almost the whole 
length with him, There wasa slight but per- 
ceptible infusion of Socialism in pearly all the 
speeches which followed.

The Trial of Lord Mayor Sullivan and Edi- 
tor O’Brien. 


DUBLIN, October 6.—The trial of Lord Mayor 
Sullivan and Mr. O’ Brien for publishing in the 
papers respectively controlled by them re- 
ports of meetings of suppressed branches of 
the National League, wiil open at the Mansion 
House Court this afternoon. Atthis hour, 1:30 
p. m., great crowds of people line the route 
which will be taken by the Lord Mayor and 
Mr. O’Brien and thecorporation of the city, 
which will attend them in state during the 
trial. 

OVATION TO THE PRISONERS. 

2:30 p. m.—The Lord Mayor was driven to the 
courtina carriage, which was followed by 
Messrs. John Dillon, M. P., ex-Lord- Mayor E. 
Dwyer Gray and Charles Dawson, ex-Sheriff 
Peter McDonald and others. The city mar- 
shal, wearing acocked hat and sword, led 
the civic dignitaries, who were all arrayed in 
the fullrobes of their offices. Mr. O’Brien 
joined the procession soon after it 
started and proceeded to the court. 
The streets through which the 
procession passed to the court were thronged 
and the Lord Mayor and Mr. O'Brien were the 
recipients of a great ovation along the entire 
route.

, nothing has ever been done to purge the as- 
| sembly of individuals utterly unfit by charac- 


ter, conduct or capacity for taking part in the 
nation’s legislative work. Referring to the 
well-known fact that there are many in addi- 


tion to the black sheep who are e‘ther hope- 
leasly eccentric or congenitally stupid, the 
Telegraph demands some plan by which these 
men whom betting men, jockeys and touts 
regard as too tainted for their not particularly 
immaculate society, should be divested of 
their legislative functions. The article enu- 
merates 113 outof a total of 550 who appear 
worthy of their Senatorial dignity, but 
whose great learning, ability, and probity 
of purpose, in the opinion of the Telegraph, 
does not alter the fact that, as a national sen- 
ate, the House of Lords leaves much to be 
wished for. In conclusion, it suggests that 
the 400 English peers elect from theirown body 
a chosen minority to represent them at West- 
minster, with the hope that this plan would 
purge the House of all who from great age, 
bad work or incapacity are unsuited for 
legislative character and tous give it a moral 
weight and political strength which at present 
it does not possess. Far from preventing pre- 
cipitate legisiation, it is, by its inane resistance 
to modest reforms, responsible, according to 
the Telegraph, for what the latter terms the 
Irish sedition and the treason of to-day.

AFTER A LONG HUNT. 


ROBERT E. LEE ARRESTED THIS MORNING 
BY FEDERAL OFFICERS. 


Held to Answer a Charge of Making Frauds- 
lent Registrations at the Congressional 
Election Last November—How He Fig- 
ured. in the Investigation of the Shady 
Transactions at the Hotel Brown—A 
Gilt-Edge Bond Required. 


Somewhat of a sensation was caused at the 
Custom-bouse this afternoon by the arrest of 
one more of the parties indicted for election 
frauds last fail. Deputy-Marshai Huss- 
man brought in from 1109 Washington 
avenue Robert E. Lee, former clerk of the 
Hotel Brown, who was indicted-last April for 
violation of section 5512 Federal Statutes, 
the indictment of the Grand-jury charging 
him with registering false names on the books. 
The district registration office, it will be re- 
membered, was located at the Hotel Brown, 
and Lee was the day clerk of the establish- 
ment. The names registered to which the in- 
dictment refers included one name from 6 
disreputable resort on North Eleventh street, 
no such person being in existence. Lee 
has been absent from the city during the 
greater portion of the summer. He is now in 
the employment of the Missouri Pacific Rall- 
way Company. Deputy Marshals have been 
onthe look-out for him for several months 
and he was heard of at Kansas City and 
Omaha. 

To United States District-Attorney Bashaw 
and Assistant-Attorney Knapp he expressed 
the greatestastonishment at his arrest, and 
declared positively that he knew nothing 
whatever of the matter, and had taken 
no hand in the registration business. 


The District- Attorney stated that a good bond 
in the sum of $1,000 would be accepted for his 
appearance at the next term of court, and to 
suit the young man’s convenience United 
States Commissioner Crawford and Assistant- 
Attorney Kuna kindly consented to waitin 
the Federal offices until he could produce his 
bondsmen. 
THE TENTH WARD FRAUDS. 
The claims that he was ignorant of the 
charges against himare not considered 
by the Deputy United States Marshals who 
have spent considerable — looking for him. 
In the early part of the a 
tions into the frauds perpetrated 
the November election, Lee was badiy 
wanted. On election day the first arrests 
made inthe Tenth Ward, where extensive 
preparations were made for carrying the day, 
was Prendergast, alias John Mitghell, and a 
man who wanted to vote under the name of 
W m.Chri2tian. Both men claimed they boarded 
at the Hotel Brown, now the Merchant's 
Hotel, southwest corner of Twelfth and Olive 
stretts. Supervisor Smith, who boarded at 
the Hotel Rozier, and who had just listed 
the boarders at the Hote Brown, 
located on the same block, challenged the 
votes and ordered the arrest of the two men.

CONSIDERABLE CONFUSION AROSE. 
The Grand-jury wanted Lee to explain the en- 
tries in the books and to explain how the 
names of transient guests at the hotel hap- 
pened to appear on the Recorder’s books as 
registered voters. He could not be found, 
however, and the Grand-jury took a recess, 
hoping to be able to find the missing 
man by the time for reassembling in January. 
The marshals failed to locate him, but before 
the jury adjourned an indictment was re- 
turned against uim. With this more urgent 
communication, the marshals made several 
trips to places he was accustomed to fre- 
quent, but never succeeded in meeting 
him until to- day, when he was taken into cus- 
dy as stated. Several of the cases of election 
aud now pending in the United States Dis- 
trict Court grew out of occurrences at the 
Hotel Brown, where Deputy Re- 
corder Egan established a registering 
office prior to the election. This 
is the precinctin which only about 150 voters 
were found, although the registrations 
amounted to nearly 500. Egan's defense was 
partly that his books had been tampered with 
while his office was located at the 
Hotel Brown. He was «iven a table 
in the drawer of which he stored his books on 
leaving for the night. It was while out of his 
posgession that some of the registrations from 
vacant lots were made by persons unknown t » 
him. These statements directed suspicion to 
all parties baving access to the books. It was 
to explain his innocence and to tell what per- 
sons were seen about the books dur- 
ing his clerkship that the Grand- 
jury first wished to interview the 
prisoner who will now be obliged to explain 
the charges against his own innocence to the 
Court.

Sale of the B. & O. Telegraph to the West 
ern Union. 


New York«K, October 6.—It is announced thas 
the sale of the Baltimore & Ohio Telegraph to 
the Western Union Company has been com- 
pleted. The contract was signed this morn- 
ing. Mr. Gould says be does not yet know the 
exact price, butthat the Western Union will 
issue suilicient stock to take up tne indebted- 
ness and capital stock of the Baltimore& 
Ohio. Nothing more definite in regard to the 
terms will be made public before3 p.m. The 
matter bas now been referred back to the Bal- 
timore & Ohio directors for ratification. 
Although the officialsof the Western Union 
Telegraph Company dectine to make any 
statement formally in regard to the Baltimore 
& Ohio matters, it is given out by the officials 
in an informal way,under a promise to use no 
names, that the papers for the transfer of the 
Baltimore & Ohio Telegraph to the Western 
Union have been signed. The wires of the 
former company are already virtually under 
Western Union control. The contract signed 
includes not only the Baltimore & Ohio Tele- 
graph Company's lines, but the wires and the 
exclusive right of wayof the ralilroad com- 
pany. This gives the Westerns Union, as well, 
the right to the wires on the West Shore road. 
All the avenues to New York by the truak 
lines are now owned by Western Union, the 
only other wires entering the city coming by . 
hignway. The price or other details of the 
transaction cannot yet be obtained.

JHE PRESIDENTIAL PARTY LEAVE CHICAGO 
FOR MILWAUKEE.

Mr. Cleveland’s Flying Visit to the Inter- 
national Military Encampment—A Grand 
Salate—The Departure—Great Crowds at 
the Depot—Hearty Greetings Along the 
Road—The Arrival at Milwaukee—The 
Latter City in Gala Attire—A Grand 
Parade—The Presidential Party Guests 
of Postmaster-General Vilas. 


CHICAGO, Ill., October 6.—Swarms of people 
again filled the approaches to the Palmer 
House this morning, eagerly watching for a 
glimpse of President Cleveland when he sbpould 
emerge foradrive to the International Mili- 
tary Encampment Crowds of workmen and 
shop-girls on the way to their daily tasks for- 
got, for the time being, the toil before 
them and pressed forward through the 
jam of country people and well- 
dressed city ° sight- seers. A_half- 
Gozen mounted police had no little trouble 
clearing a passage for the President’s car- 
riage, which was drawn by four spanking 
bays. The sky was lowering, and every one 
was predicting rain would fall before the 
President could make a start. Nota drop fell, 
however, and at 8:45 Mr. Cleveland, looking 
but little the worse for his wholesale hana- 
shaking of the previous day, appeared at the 
arched doorway. With hat doffed and many 
a good-natured bow to the cheering crowd, 
he lightly sprang into the waiting 
carriage, and in a trice was whirligg through 
the thick of the business district and out 
Washington boulevard to the encampment. 
He was accompanied by Mayor Roche, Gen. 
Terry and a dozen lesser dignitaries. Early 
as it was and threatening as was the day, the 
sidewalks along the entire route were\lined 
with people, including thousands who, 
withstanding strenuous all-day and eventng 
efforts yesterday, had failed to see the Pr¢si- 
dent or his wife in the general confusion pre- 


vailing. 
A LUDICROUS INCIDENT 


occurred at the entrance to the encampment 
grounds. The President’s carriage got stuck 


in the mud. There was not a moment's time 
to spare, and the prancing bays were smart! 
lashed with the whip. It was nip and tuc 
with the mud that was made thick and sticky 
by rain during the night. Finally the vehicie 
containing the Chief Magistrate of the nation 
ave aterrific lunge forward and was gone 
From the te te § cheering crowd. Arapid 
drive past the 2,000 or 8,000 troops drawn 
up in line, athundering salute from the artil- 
lery, and bows and smiles tothe couple of 
thousand spectators inthe stands completed 
the ceremonies atthe-encampment. Without 
delay the President boarded a train for the de- 
ot down-town, from which the start for Mil- 
aukee was to be made. Itlacked but five 
inutes of 10, the schedule time of the start 
for Milwaukee, wyen he arrived. Mrs. Cleve- 
Jand had preceded him by half an hour, slip- 
ing quietly into acarriage atthe hotel and 
ing driven tothe depot comparatively un- 
observed. The hundreds of spectators 
crowding the waiting-rooms when she ar- 
rived, had grown to thousands in the short in- 
terval before the President came. Behind the 
long railings on the platform, parallel’ with 
the Presidential train, it seemed like the quar- 
ter-stretch on Derby day, so closely packed 
and 
THOROUGALY EXCITED WERE THE PEOPLE. 
Mrs. Cleveland gazed out from the window 
of her car with decided interest that height- 
ened when the President stepped from the in- 
coming train on an.adjoining track and briskly 
walke to her side. At once a cho- 
rus of entreaties went up for them 
to come out on the platform. 
‘‘We want to see Mrs. Cleveland!’’ and 
‘‘Three cheers for Grover!’’ were the cries. 
When Mrs. Cleveland, in her green traveling 
dress, and the President with head uncovered, 
appeared at the rear door of the train, a 
mighty cheer rolled through the depot, Just 
then the train began to move, a burst of sun- 
ahine lit up the scene, and while the multitude 
yelled itself hoarse, the President and his fair 
young wife waved a farewell to Chicago.

The Preparations for the HKeceptien of 
President and Mrs. Cleveland. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., October 6.—Up to to-day 
Milwaukee had been only once honored by 
the presence as her guest of a President of the 
United States. Nine years ago President Hays 
‘was accorded an enthusiastic reception, and 
was the lion of a day that has since been 
mentally recorded in the city’s annals 
with red letters. Gen. Grant visited 


ilwaukee after his term of office as President 

ad expired, but received as much entbusiastic 
attention as though he were still the Chief 
Magistrate of the nation. To-day \Niwakee is 
glowing with atriotism over its second 
opportunity to do honor to the chosen ruler of 
the eople. Smiles ure more  gen- 
eral than frowns, and happiness has for 
the time usurped business cares. The day 
opened brightly, after a rather unpromising 
night, during which the muttering of thunder 
was frequent, accompanied by vivid flasbes of 
lightning, and rain pattered down at inter- 
vals. Colored decorations that were 
yesterday put in place suffered some- 
what from the water, but the biend- 
ing effect of the rain in some _  in- 
stances enhanced the beauty of the designs. 
A large con-course of people assembled at the 
Northwestern Depot on the lake shore long 
before the tine set for the arrival ofthe Presi- 
dential train, and between the surging of the 
crowd and the moveinent of the different or- 
ganizations into their assigned positions in 
the line of parade that section of the city was 
afforded a spectacle new in its history. 

GREETINGS ALONG THE WAY. 

Postmaster-General Vilas, whose guesta the 
President and Mrs. Cleveland are to be at 
Madison, accompaniet the party from 
Chicago. Mrs. Cleveland shows no trace of 
the fatigue caused by her social duties of yes- 
terday. and is as charming as on her wedding- 
day. She stands beside her husband, when- 
ever a demonstration is made, and 
in every feature and gesture gives evidence 
that she is enjoying her traveling experience. 
The scenes along the way from Chicago were 
of the usual character. At Evanston there 
was a brass band serenade and a triumphal 
arch of evergreens. At Racine flags could be 
geen flying over the town a mile away. At 
smnalier stations all the country population 
roundabout was in waiting, and even the 
plowmen in the fields had their horses be- 
decked with flags and ribbons.

DECORATIONS. 

As the procession traversed the line of march 
there were frequent bursts of cheering, and 
the President bowed repeatedly and lifted 
his hat in response to cordial saluta- 
tions. Mrs. Cleveland bore herself as serenely 
asagueen. The buliidings on both sides of 
the streets traversed y the procession 
were tastefully decorated withthe national 
colors, evergreens, etc., some of the «lesigns 
being unique as wellastasteful. On Wisconsin 
street, opposite their claub-rooms, the Juneau 
Ciub, an organization composed of young 
Democrats, erected a graceful arch of ever- 
greens bearing the word ‘‘Welcome,’’ and 
pictures of Mr. and Mrs. Cleveland, 
and along the walk in front of its 
quarters a large reviewing stand (from 
which the members of the club and their 
ladies greeted the President and his wife and 
showered flowers upon them. The Govern- 
minent buliding was also decoratea with the 
national colors and with portraits of the 
President and wife. 

At the corner of South Water and Ferry 
streets the parade passed under another arch 
bearing the motto, ‘‘Self-Government and 
Home Rule,’’ and at the corner of Lake and 
Reed streets a graceful arch bore greeting and 
sentiment as_ follows: **Welcome to Our 
President,’’ ‘‘Where Freedom Dweils There is 
Our Home’’ and ‘‘We Honor Him Who Honors 


Us.’’ 
THE PRESIDENT’S SPEECH. 

The following is the President's speech, In 
response to Mayor Waliber: ‘‘I am 
very giad to have an oppor- 
tunity, though the time allowed is very 
brief, to meet the people of Wisconsin’s 
chief city. When we left home, and in pass- 
ing through different States on our way, there 
has been presented to us a variety of physical 
features characteristic of their diversity 
in soil and conformation. But the people we 
have met at all points have been the same in 
their energy and ‘activity, in their local 
pride, and in that peculiar trait of American 
character which produces the belief, firmiy 
adhered to by every individual, that his par- 
ticular place of residence is the chosen and 
most-favored spot which the world contains. 
This condition creates an aggregate of senti- 
ment invincible in operation, furnish- 
ing the motive power which has 
bronght about the stupenduous 
growth and development of our country. 
But there has been another element of char- 
acter displayed among the people everywhere 
on our travels, which has been 
universal and not disturbed or 
changed by any difference in 
place or circumstance. No State lines have 
circumscribed, no local pride has diminished, 
and no business activity has in the 
least stifled the kindness and _  cordiality 
of the people’s welcome. There is bitterness 
enough inthe partisan feeling which seems 
inseparable from our political methods, but 
the good people of the United States have, 
I believe, decreed that there are occasions 
when this shall have no place. This is well 
manifested to-day in our hearty greeting by the 
people of Wisconsin, and this active stirring 
city. Municipal enterprise has added much 
to the natural beauty of your metropolis, as 
is attested by your pleasant streets and hand- 
some homes, with their surroundings, 
but its great increase in population, 
its manufactures and its trade, de- 
monstrate that its citizens have 
not been content with beauty alone. 
I cannot forget my interest in municipal af- 
fairs, arising from an active experience at one 
time in city government; and I find my- 
self very much inclined to scrutinize 
such statements as fall under my eye demovn- 
strating their financial condition. With all its 
extensive public improvements, unless I am 
much at fault, the city of Milwaukee 
has less of public debt than any city ofits 
population in the United States excepting one. 
In these days, when the temptation to local 
public extravagance is not often enough 
withstood, you may well be proud of this ex- 
hibit, and besides the satisfaction which this 
financial condition produces has a practical 
side to it. Large enterprises are often 
much influenced in their location by such 
considerations, and: they are aptto be estab- 
lished where the burden of taxation is the 
least, and where the share of public’ indebt- 
edness to be borne by them isthe smallest. I 
feel that Ican express no kindlier wishes for 
the people of Milwaukee than that 
they may continue by their = splendid 
advantages of location and sound financial 
condition to invite to their city the most im- 
portant elements of growth and wholesome 
progress.’’

It is not 
definitely known whether he has been kid- 
napped or not, but the probabilities are that 
his departure from the city was premeditated, 
and that his present absence is part of a 
deep-laid plan to avoid the police authorities, 
For Dr. Gerstman is badly wanted on a charge 
offraud. Aboutsix weeks ago, as the story 
goes, Dr. Gerstman approached Dr. Willis R. 
King of the Missouri Pacific Hospital witha 
proposition to get his son, R. E. King, out of 
the penitentiary. In April of last year young 
King was sent to the penitentiary from Sedalia 
on a six-year sentence for’ embez- 
zliing $48,000 from the Sedalia Suv- 
ings Bank. Dr. King has been using 
every effortsince his son’s imprisonment to 


have him pardoned. About six weeks ago he 
was approacbed by Dr. Gerstman,who offered 
to obtain a pardon for his son. Gerstman 
claimed that Lieut.-Gov. Morehouse, 
Acting-Governor, was his § friend 
was under obligations to him for work 
done during the political campaign. On 
the strength of these representations Dr. King 
gave Gerstman $40 to pay the expenses ofa 
trip to Jefferson City. The journey was un- 
dertaken and Gerstman had along talk with 
the Acting-Governor, in which he urged 
the pardon of King. Gov. Morehouse said 
that Gov. Marmaduke had been over the case 
and had refused to take any action, and he 
did not think that he should act in the matter 
during Gov. Marmaduke’s abse1ce. The con- 
versation between Gerstman and the Governor 
continued for some time. The nex‘ morning 


GOV. MOREHOUSE 

met Dr. King on the street and asked him how 
Gerstman chanced to take an interest in the 
case of hisson. Dr. King explained the cir- 
cumstances and repeated Gerstman’s assur- 
ance that he could obtain a pardon within 
forty-eight hours. Gov. Morehouse told Dr. 
King that Gerstman had no influence, and 
that he had better break with him. King 
thereupon wrote Gerstman that he had no 
further use for his services. In reply he re- 
ceived a letter stating that he was acting has- 
tily; that Gov. Morehouse had sat down with 
Gerstman again and talked the case over with 
him, and that he had asked him to 
visit him at Maryville, where they could talk 
the matter over further. This letter was 
turned over to Gov. Morehouse, who char- 
acterized most of the statements In it as lies. 
The following day the Governor received a 
letter from Gerstman stating that he was ex- 
ecting $8,000 back pension moneyand that 
18 wanted to invest the money in 
a farm at Maryville, or in farm-mort- 
gages. The Governor was very indignant 
and he wrote Gerstman a severe letter, telling 
him he did not care to have any further com- 
munication or connection with him. All this 
occurred in the latter part of August. Last 
night Dr. King appeared at the Four Courts 
and swore out a wrrant against Dr. Gerstman 
forfraud. Officers were sent immediately to 
Dr. Gerstman‘sfresidence. They went first to 
2915 Pine street, but there they were 
informed that he had moved to 2932 
Olive street. At the latter piace 
Mre. Gerstman and her daughter were found, 
butthe husband and father was nowhere on 
the premises. Mrs. Gerstinan said that he was 
in Washington, but that he would return soon 
and prove his innocence. 


GERSTMAN’S RECORD. 

If Dr, Gerstman proves his innocence of the 
charge brought against him by Dr. King, he 
wiil have a hard time clearing up 
his transactions in the community of 
stock-brokers. Third street has known Dr. 
Gerstman for about three years and in that 
time the brokers have learned to ight very 
shy of him, He has a list of scaly transac- 
tions on the street, which includesthe name of 
almost every broker of prominence there. 
Gerstman’s first appearance on the street was 
about three years ago, when he came down 
from St. Joseph to place about $100,000 of 
school bonds. He figured with several orf the 
brokers but the impression he created was not 
one gage good and Ire failed to place the 
»0nds. He went East, but he met with no, 
better success there. He claimed to have 
placed the bonds in New York, but the fact of 
the matter was, they were placed with a St. 
Louis firm of stock brokers later, and it was 
then understood thatthe bonds had not even 
been voted at the time Gerstman was endeav- 
oring to place them here. Gerstman returned 
before long and began to spend his time in 
brokers’ offices. He represented himseif as 
a Jewish rabbi. He had been a rabbi in 
St. Joseph but he has had no congregation 
since his removal to this city and his onlv con- 
nection with the church at present is inthe 
performance of the rite of circumcision for 
those who require his services. On the 
strength of ris clerical claims, however, he 
obtained commissions from a number of brok- 
ers and did a little trading forthem. He be- 
caine one ofthe ‘‘street brokers,’’ who have 
no office or headquarters, but who bunt up an 
occasional trade and turn it over to regular 
brokers for one-half the commission. 

PECULIAR BUSINESS TRAITS. 

Gerstmann cultivated a way of walking into 
brokers’ offices and buying stocks or bonds 
offered for saie, with the promise to take them 
later inthe day. He would hunt about for a 
purchaser at an advance on the price he had 
agreed topay. If he found the purchaser, he 
would return for the stocks and bonds he had 
purchased and, transferring them, would 
pocket the profit. If he did not find 
a purchaser, he would not neturn to 
the broker’s office to call for the article pur- 
chased. Occasionally if he thought be could 
find a market for stock he would give a regu- 
lar broker an order to purchase it. Then if 
he could sell it he would do so, if hecould 
not he would leave the stock on the broker’s 
bands. One firm purchased a quantity of 
West Granite stock on his orders and when he 
failed to take it up, sold it at $40 
loss. A broker, purchased 500 shares 
of Quincy for him at 15 cents 
on his claim that he had a market for it at 20 
cents. The stock was turned over to him, and 
after much scraping about he managed to sell 
itat 1742 cents. His claim that he hada place 
for it was alla fabrication. Sometimes he sold 
stock to brokers and failed to deliver it. The 
brokers were forced to buy it elsewhere to fill 
their own contracts and usually at a loss. 

March 9 one. broker bought 1,000 shares 
of Quincy for him for which wuerstman 
gave a check on the Boatman’s Bank for 
$68.75. The check was returned from 
bank unpaid and itis stillin the broker’s pos- 
session. Across oneend on the face of the 
check is stamped in red ink, ‘‘S. Gerstman, 
broker, St. Louis. Stocks and bonds a 
apécialty. Onthe either end is stamped, also 
i red, ‘‘No business transacted on Saturdays 

Jewish holidays.’’ 

WM. C. LITTLE 

is one of the losers by Gerstman’s peculiar 
transactions. Gerstman bad purchased $30,000 
of Atchison bonds. He sold them to Little, 
but a third party stepped in and got them, and 
Little was obliged to buy them of him atan 
advance of 1 per cent. 

‘*‘] do not think Gerstman was to blame 
altogether in the transaction,’’ said Mr. Little 
this morning. ‘*The Atchison people had 
agreed to deliver the bonds hereat the Laclede 
Bank, but 1 guess they were afraid Gerstman 
would nottakethem. Thenathird party got 
abead of Gerstman by a ratherdirty trick, and 
gotthe bonds. Imade money on the entire 
trunsaction, butl lost between £00 and $400 
prospective profits. Gerstman g ve me his 
note for the amount, and he wast« enter sult 
in Atchison. He undoubtedly has a good claim. 
I still have his note, which I will sell pretty 
cheap. I do not think Gersatman would do 
anything to render himself criminally 
but he has not much regard forthe truth. 
had several transactions with me, and made 
severai sales which turned outall right.’’

send after him sometimes to get the stock 
back. It was always returned.’’ 
WERNSE & DIECKMAN 
do not lose anything by Gerstman, altough 
they did a certain amount of buriness with 
him. He frequently ‘‘bought’’ stock from 
them and failed to take it, and once he started 
out to deliver some stock which he claimed to 
have sold, and after a day or two they had to 
send after him to get the stock, which be was 
still carrying in his pocket. 
L. &A- COQUARD 
had a somewhat disagreeable experience 
with Gerstman, which resulted in keep- 
ing Gerstman out of his office. 
Gerstman tried to buy some St. Joseph bonds 
of Coquard and was told they had been soid. 
Shortly after, when Coquard had gone out to 
luncheon Gerstman, waited for his confidential 
correspondent and obtained a bill of sale for 
the bonds from him before he knew they had 
been solid. He gave up the bill of sale later in 
the day when forced to do so. 
JOE J. MULLALLY 
is another sufferer by Gerstman. He has on 
hand a check of Gerstman’s which he will seil 
at a considerable discount. 

‘*‘The check came back to me ag the 
clearing-house,’’ said Mr. Mullally. ‘‘Il spoke 
to Gerstman and he said that the man he had 
sold the stock to had not come down. A 
month orso ago hecame in and said he was 
going to receive a lot of back-pension money, 
and that the check I had would be the first he 
would pay.’’ 

GERSTMAN AS A SCALPER. 

Another of Gerstman’s peculiar transac- 
tions which cameto lightto-day was in the 
ticket-scaiping line. About two years ago he 
obtained tickets at a mumber of railroad 
offices at reduced rates, and sold them to 
scalpers at a profit. He was inthe Vandalia 
office and obtained tickets to Chicago for him- 
self at the ministerial half-rate. Heappeared 
on the street so soon after his supposed trip 
North that the suspicions of 
Vandalia people were aroused. 
therefore, Gerstman obtained tickets 
at special rates for a family of eix people in 
distress, he was followed from the office and 
tracked to a scalper’s office, where he sold the 
tickets. After that transaction he was biack- 
listed in all the passenger offices in the city. 

HIS PENSION. 

One of Gerstman’s chief claims to credit was 
the prospect of a back pension which he ex- 
pected. In May last he claimed that 
the pension had been allowed and that 
he was toreceive $8,000 arrears. He showed 
the papers in the case in Wernse & Dieck- 
man’s office and in Matthews & Whitaker's 
he showed the corner of a check which he said 
was the check for the pension money. 

Gerstman has not been seen on the street for 
six weeks. He was seen about a month 
ago in the railroad depot at Toledo. 
In appearance he is not altogether 
prepossessing. He has a round face,rather fat 
cheeks and littie sharp eyes of black. His 
complexion is very sallow. He wears a little 
mustache of gray and his hair is also gray. 
His figure is short and thick. He usually 
wears dark blue clothing and a black soft felt 
hat.

CAUSED BY A MULE’S KICK.

An inquest was held atthe Coroner’s office 
to-day on the body of James McCabe, who was 
killed atthe corner of Fourteenth streét and 
St. Louis aveuue at 8:40 Tuesday night and 
was supposed to have been run over 
by the buggy of Assistant-Fire-Chief 
Tom Rucker.

AT THE DEPOT. 


ANOTHER TERRIBLE CRUSH AND JAM IN 
THE SHEDS LAST EVENING. 


The ‘‘Van’s”’ Peculiar Predicament and the 
Wild Excitement Which it Created—The 
Rush This Morning—Another Big Crowd 
Looked for To-Night—Scenes and Inci- 
dents Pertaining to Fair Travel. 


Police officers and officials at the Union 
Depot who anticipated a considerable falling 
off in the crowd at the place last night were 
most woefully disappointed. In all previous 
years Tuesday and Thursday nights have been 
the great nights of Fair week for crowds at the 
depot, and Wednesday night has always been 
very light compared withthem. This year 
wasan exception, however. Last night wit- 
nessed one of the greatest jams the depot has 
ever had, and by many it was regarded 
as even surpassing the crowds of the 
previous evening and Wednesday night of last 
week. Usually the arnmjyals equal, if they do 
not exceed, the pen ni on Wednesday 
evening of Fair week, but in this respect last 
night was also an excéption to previous Fair 
Wednesdays. The arrivals were quite heavy, 
but not to be compared with the departures. 
No one can realize the number of strangers 
who werein the city the past couple of weeks 
unless they witness the departures at the de- 


pot. All previous fail crowds have been com- 
pletely overshadowed. 

By 6 o'clock last evening the depot was 
filled, by 7 o'cock it was thronged, and from 
7:30 to 5:30 the crush was so great that it wus 
next to impossibie for one to make tbeir 
way through the crowd. It was a repetition of 
the preceding Wednesday night. Both waiting 
rooms had people packed in them so closely 
that ones could neither enter nor leave them, 
and the platform from Twelfth to Eleventh 
streets, and from the depot building to the 
farthest track south was a black mass of hu- 
manity. At times the crush was frightful. 
The Vandalia train was so long that it had to 
be split and a section of it placed west 
of the passage-way through the center of the 
depot. When the two sections went to couple 
up it was found that the cars haa on

and thatthey would not fit. For fully ten 
minutes the men struggled to make the coup- 
ling and finally succeeded, by the use of an 
extralink. All this time, however, the train 
was stretched across the passageway, hem- 
ming the people in between the first track and 
the depot building. During this interval the 
crush was frightful and the suffering of the 
people intense. Thecrowd were at a dead 
stand-still, so closely were the people wedged 
in together.

the mad crush. When the train pulled out 
there was a slight relaxation in the jam, but it 
was still something frightful. Men who were 
used to being in crowds and crushes were ap- 
palled by the scene and looked on aghast. It 
seetned to be fully as bad, if not worse than 
Wednesday of last week. 

After the Vandalia train had pulled ont the 
Ohio & Mississippi, which was also similarly 
split in two sections, stretched across the 
passage way on the second track and re- 
mained there for nearly twenty minutes, 
creating another big crush, but not equal to 
the jam caused by the Vandalia on the first 
track. The crowd did not last as long as on 
Tuesday night, and although the crush was 
greater while it lasted, itis more than likely 
Spas more people were at the depot Tuesday 
night. The best evidence of this fact is that 
there were a ny many more extra trains run 
out on that night. There was a difference,too, 
in the travelof the two nights. Tuesday it 
was nearly ai’ local and suburban traffic; last 
night it was almost altogetier through travel.

HUNTINGTON'S PLAN, 

Mr. CoLuis P. HUNTINGTON, one of those 
Pacific Railroad people who have squeezed 
such enormous fortunes out of the Gov- 
ernment and people of these United 
States, is not yet satisfied with the pe- 
cuniary emolument he has received for 
devoting ‘‘twenty-five of the best years 
of his life’’ tothe service of his country. 
He considers $2,000,000 a year very poor 
pay for the road-building he hus done 
with the money and lands furnished by 
the Government. The fact that the Gov- 
ernment furnished the means and that he 
and his set own the roads, does not keep 
him from talking as if he had built the 
Central and Southern Pacific both with 
that $1.500 he invested at the start, and 
had then made a present of both roads to 
the Government or to the people. 

So he wants a chance to get even, and 
thérefore insists thatthe welfare of this 
country will never be placedon a safe 
and permanent basis untilwe not only 
forgive the hundred millions of debt due 
from the Pacific ee Companies but 
lavish subsidies on er companies, until! 
the Government debt is increased to #2,- 
000,000,000 and made permanent, like the 
debt of Great Britian. With that amount 
in $50 bonds placed ‘‘in the bands of every 
man and woman,’’ he thinks all danger 
of anarchy or sedition would be obviated, 
and that the debt would be not only a 
closer bond of union between citizens and 
between them and their Government, but 
‘‘a power of financial and commercial 


‘strength to the country.” 


As Mr. HUNTINGTON is one of four 
men who, by investing $1,500 apiece, 
have made over $100,000,000 out of the 
Central Pacific subsidy, we can see that 
his plan of runing the Government in 
debt for $1,000,000 more of subsidies 
would simply add about fifty more to our 
present galaxy of enormously rich bood- 
lers, of whom we have far too many al- 
ready for the peace of society and the 
cleanliness of politics. They breed more 
Anarchists than any other cause of dis- 
content in our social fabric. Whenever 
the salvation of our Government requires 
that a $50 bond shall be placed ‘‘in the 
hands of every man and woman,’’ our 
past experience should admonish us to 
putit there as a direct gift, rather than 
by selling it tothe people and giving the 
money to subsidy thieves.

UNDER the proposals of August 8 and 
September 22, the Government has taken 
Offerings of $21,422,250 (face value) of 
bonds, and has paid thereon premiums 
a™nounting to $2,683,929. The receipts of 
revenue in the month of September alone 
amounted to $33,215, 227-—-$18,843,774 in ex- 
cess of current expenses. By paying out 
nearly $3,000,000 in premiums to bondhold- 
ers, the Government hus in two months 
managed to dispose of only $24,106,179 of 
the surplus of over $36,000,000 drawn into 
the Treasury during the sam« two months.

The experiment which has now been in prog- 
ress onthe other side of the Atlantic for over 
a century is the most conclusive in the history 
of humanity. Nothing less has been settled 
there than the power of men to govern them- 
selves to all the greatest ends of national and 
of individual life. That power has been tested 
in nearly every way, in war as well as in peace, 
by the elation of victory if not, thank heaven, 
by the humiliations of defeat, It has never 
been found wanting. The American civil war 
wasthe only great contest of the kind in 
which no single life was taken in cold blood as 
a punishment for treason. It was followed by 
a disarmament which was even greater as an 
act of patriotism than the original call t® 
arms. It has been followed in our day by a 
perfect réconciliation between the sections, 
and by a growth in prosperity which is the 
wonder of the world. Ali this, with how 
much less in culture, in education, in inven- 
tion, in every art of life, has been achieved by 
the common people for themselves, and it is 
the greatest servite ever rendered to man- 
kind. Withthe United States in their place 
among the nations the humbliest of men may 
take hope. 


A Salt Trust. 


From the New York Times. 

The salt manufacturers have agreed to form 
a Trust, and the sugar refiners are said to be 
contemplating the creation of asimilar combi- 
nation. There are to be sixty-three com- 
panies in the salt Trust, and it will absolutely 
control the domestic supply. Fortunately for 
consumers, wonopolizing combinations of 
this kind are now receiving the attention of 
legislators and other public men. The object 
of a Trust is to maintain an arbitrary standard 
of prices by destroying competition in some 
branch of industry. A Trust is not a corpora- 
tion, but it absorbs a great many corporations 
and exercises the powers given % them by 
law. At the same time it is notaccountuble to 
the State which granted those powers. Com: 
panies doing business on State charters and 
franchises which aliow themselves to be ab- 
sorbed by an Irresponsible monopoly calleda 
Trust shonld have their charters annulled. 
Probably existing laws afford a remedy for 
such an abuse of granted privileges. These 
laws should be tested without delay. No mo- 
nopolistic combination of chartered ¢corpora- 
tions should be permitted to defy or nullify 
the laws which were enacted for the regula- 
tion and restraint of its component parts.

BALTIMORE POLITICS. 


THE MONUMENTAL CITY RUN BY CROOKS 
AND MURDEREBS. 


Work of the Reform League—Fraudulent 
Registration by the Wholesale—Attempt 
to Purify Municipal Politics—Thirty 
Thousand Bogus Voters Registered—Con- 
victed Murderers and ‘Law-Breakers 
Holding Responsible Offices. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DispaTca. 

BALTIMORE, Md., October 6.—‘‘If Baltimore 
had a fearless and outspoken paper,’’ sald 
Counsel E. J. D. Cross of the Reform League, 
‘‘we would purify Baltimore politics in six 
months, and fill the jails with some of the 
men who are now holding office.’’ 

For several days the writer has been investi- 
gating the subject. To an outsider it is aston- 
ishing how the reform element is growing 
here. Every day additional recruits join the 
reform ranks. The ring men disparage the 
reform movement aud the number of reform- 
ers. Eugene Higgins is quoted as having said 
that the reformers cannot poll more than 3,500 
votes alltold. Some of the reformers claim 
that the number will be nearer 6,000 than 3,000, 

‘*If the movement continues to growin the 
same ratio for the next month as it has for the 
past four weeks,’’ said the venerable but vig- 
orous 8. TeacklejWallis,‘‘our strength on elec- 
tion day will astound the ring.’’ 

CROOKED POLITICS. 

During the registration of the three past 
days the Reform League made an innovation 
which has not been encouraged, it is almost 
unnecessary to say, by the ballot-box stuffers 
and manipulators who in the past have elected 
and defeated whatever candidates they pleased 
by their nefarious and criminal practices. 
With the exception of about twenty men, the 
entire bar of Baltimore has enlisted on the 
side of reform. In each of the twenty wards of 
the city, during registration days, three law- 
yers volunteered their services to see 
that the work was done according to law 
and thatno political prestidigitation was re- 
sorted to. The Democratic bossesin several 
wardsin aspiritof revenge struck from the 
registry rolis the namesof colored bona-fide 
voters, The precaution of the League, how- 
ever, united with the recent conviction of ten 
judges of election for fraud,deterred the manip- 
ulators from packing the list with false or col- 
onized voters. The League will see to it before 
election day that every man legally entitled 
to vote whose naime was stricken from the reg- 
istry ist will be allowed todoso. This much 
the League can do, but whether it can prevent 
the ballot-box stuffers from resorting to their 
old tricks on election night remains to be 
seen. From the present indifference of the 
ringsters to the attacks of the League and the 
quiet confidence which they display when the 
subjectof the coming election is broached, it 
is plain tobe seenthat they are not without 
hope of 

TURNING THE TABLES 

on the reformers in the event of the latter out- 
voting them. It would fill a large book to give 
a history of the operations of the gang who 
now controlthe patronage, Federal, State, 
and municipal, of Maryland; of the tricks that 
have been practiced to secure elections; of the 
counting out of anti-ring and the counting in 
of ring candidates by fraud, and often by vio- 
lence; of the mannerin which their present 
power has been attained and the methods re- 
sorted to in order to attain it. But the true 
inwardness of the present revoitand the causes 
that have led the best Democrats in Maryland 
to bolt the party’s nominations can be given. 
The fault primarily rests with the election 
laws. So long as the present law is in exist- 
ence the power of the ring cannot be broken. 
Under its broad protection they have stuffed 
registry lists and ballot-boxes as they pleased, 
and destroyed thousands of ballots when they 
pleased. Onthis head the Democratic plat- 
form recently adopted in convention syas: 

‘‘The present laws, registration and taxa- 
tion, are as nearly complete and accurate as 
they can be made under the present organic 
law.’’ 

Not very soothing or encouraging for the re- 
formers. Onthe other hand, the Republican 
platform commits the party clearly and un 
equivocaily in behalf of reform in these words: 

‘*That to secure fair elections is the para- 
mountissue before the people of the State. 
We assert that the following conditions, pre- 
scribed and made effective by law, are 
absolutely essential, if elections are to elect, 
viz.: Precinct r@gistration by non-partisan 
boards, annual’ in the city, quadrennial, with 
annual revision, in the counties, Minority 
representation not only among the oflicers 
of election and registration, butin the Boards 
which appoint those officers. Complete pub- 


licity atevery stage of the registration and 
election procedure, and glass ballot-boxes, 
and the Republican party of Maryland, speak 
ing for iteelf and ite nominees, pledges it and 
them to secure all the essentials of a fair elec- 
tion by using its and their best efforts to have 
the next General Assembly, before it considers 
any other legisiative business, enact the Re- 
form League election law.’’ 
ILLEGAL REGISTRATIONS. 

Think of 30,000 names illegally registered in 
acity of 350,000 inhubitants, and the power 
contained therein of deciding an election for 
good orevil, Think of thirty-seven convicts 
controlling an election in the sixth city of the 
Union and then you can understand exactly tu 
what degradation and corruption politic in 
the Monumental City bas descended. Here is 
the list: 

Eugene Higgins, Appointment Clerk in the 
Treasury Department, concerned in the de- 
struction of 10,000 ballots in the contested 
election of 1875. According to the gen- 
erally accepted story to-day, Higvwins, 
with —_Naval Officer Rasin, admitted 
themselves to the Clerk’s office, where the 
ballots were on Saturday; that dur- 
ing Saturday nignt, Sunday and Sunday night 
they destroyed 10,000 legitimate Dallots and 
placed in their stead illegitimate ballots fresh 
from the printer, sofresh, in fact, that they 
adhered together by the printer's ink. The 
manipulators did not pause long enough to 
fold them, but dropped them intothe box as 
they came from the press. 

Nuval Officer Kasin, then a poor man, en- 
tered the Common Pleas Court in 1867 asa 
clerk at a salary of $3,000.

‘THE GRANDFATHER’ OF THE ARMY.” 


Details of the Life of Gen, 
Pitcairn Morrison. 


Interesting 


Gen. Pitcairn Morrison, who died at Balti- 
more yesverday, was the senior officer in point 
of age on the army list and was known fa- 
millarly as the ‘‘Grandfather of the Army.’’ 
Gen. Morrison was born in New York 
September 18, 1795, and Was there- 
fore 92 years of age. He was appointed to 


the army as Second Lieutenant, Corps of Ar- 
tillery, October 27, 1820, and accepted the ap- 
pointment on November 6 following. He sub- 
sequently servedin the Fourth and Seoond 
Reyiments of Artillery and was finally trans- 
ferred to the Fourth Infantry, passing through 
the various grades until be reached the grade 
of captain during the Mexican war. For gal- 
lantand meritorious services at the battles of 
Palo Alto and Resaca ae la Palma 
he wus brevetted major on May 
9, 1846, and on September 26, 1847, 
he received bis full grade, going to the Eighth 
Regiment of Infantry. He became Colonel of 
this regiment on June6, 1861, and at that time 
was in command of the United States garrison 
at Fort Smith, Ark. By act of Congress date 
of August 8, 1861, he was temporarily retired 
for eng 4 incurred in the line of uty, and 
on October 20, 1863, he was wholly retired, re- 
ceiving ody Congress the brevet of Brigadier- 
General for long and meritorious service. 
Two of his daughters had married army 
officers, one of them becoming the wife 
of Capt. Steen and the other murried Capt. 

Rector, both of whom entered the service of 
the Confederacy, Capt. Steen losing his life in 
the service and Capt. Rector dying a few years 
ago in Carondelet, he then being in the em- 
ploy of the city in the Harbor Department. 

After his retirament Gen. Morrison took up 
his residence\ in Carondelet with his 
daughters, Mrs. Steen and Mrs. Little, 
on the corner of Michigan avenue and 
Fourth street, Mrs. Rector residing close by, 
and his other daughter, Mrs. Fitzgerald, go- 
ing to Baltimore to reside. Gen. Morrison re- 
mained in Carondelet until after the deaths of 
Mrs. Rectorand Mrs. Steen, which occurred 
three years ago, and he then went to Balti- 
more to live. Gen. Morrison was a familiar 
figure to Carondelet people, for, notwith- 
standing hie great age, he was erect 
and very soldierly in bearing, 
and regularly, winter and suIDmer, 
he made a point of marching two or three 
miles in fair weather on the streets, and In bad 
weather onthe portico of his residence. His 
remains will be brought to St. Louts, and he 
will be buried on Saturday alongside of the 
other members of his family in Caivary Ceme- 
tery. Arrangements will be perfected If pos- 
sibie to give the old hero a military funeral 
with all the honors to which bis rank entitled 
him.

James S. Robbins’ Badly Pummeled by Miss 
Cora Smith’s Brothers, Tells How He 
Met the Young Lady—A “‘Sawed-Oft” Tele- 
graph Operator Who Got Inte Trouble 
in a Similar Way. 


James 8. Robbins was arrested last evening 
on complaint of Cora Smith and was lodged in 
the Third District Police Station, charged 
with insulting Miss Smith. The prisoner was 
found this morning in his cell looking rather 
bedraggled and careworn. He is 
4 man of medium height, well 
bailt and fashionably dressed, but 
his conversation betrayed the fact that he was 
from the country and he admitted the fact, 
though he refused to state the exact locality. 
Mr. Robbins made the following statement to 
a Post-DISPATCH reporter: 

A QUEER STORY. 

‘‘I went out with some friends on Monday 
evening to see the Hendricks parade, and 
while standing onthe corner of Fourth and 
Washington avenue this girl, Cora Smith, spoke 
to one of my friends and he went up and- 
spoke to her. She was very affable and did 
not resent his attentions in the least. He 
spoke to her about five minutes and as we 
wished to hear the music in front of the Lindell 
Hotel he agreed to meet us on the squtheast 
corner of Sixth and Locust streets, and“@t the 
end of the appointed time he did so. The girl 
was also in the vicinity, and my friend sug- 
sxested that I should speak to her and ask per- 
mission to escort her home, I did so and she 
said she was glad of the change. We then went 


to her home, No. 1525 North Seventh street, 

where I met and was introduced to some other 
young ladies and her two brothers. We sat 
around talking untilabout half-past 10, when 
I prepared to leave. Cora accompanied me to 
the door, and I oe = arm around her waist 
and kissed her. ed her to make an ap- 
pointment to aR | me the following evening 
(Tuesday), but she pleaded another engage- 
ment and told me tocall Wednesday even- 
ing and she said she would either be 
at home or would meet me on the adjoinin 

corner at about 8:30. Yesterday evening { 
made my appearance at about half-past 9 and 
passed the house, but concluded for some rea- 
son notto goin. I walked South on Seventh 
street, and met the girl, who was carrying a 
tin bucket. I said ‘Hello, Cora,’ and she 
made some reply and passed on. I waited for 
a short time and I nextsaw her in about ten

her brothers. I ap roached the group, and 
one of them said: ou are the tefio ol want 
to see, a meat the same time by the 
lapels. o coat. He then struck me on the 
mouth and I broke loose and ran, after hear- 
ing a suggestion concerning a knife. They 
followed and I ran into a private barn, where 
the two uawmercifully pounded me. They 
then insisted on my going to the police sta- 
tion, and asI knew! had done nothing wrong 
1 consented and was locked up.’ 
THE GIRL’S STORY. 

In company with afriend of Mr. Robbins 
who came to ball him out, the reporter visited 
the Smith residence, No. "1525 North Seventh 
street. The legs of two male slee ers, which 
hung gracefully over the footboard of the bed, 
were the most striking feature of the interior of 
the room the reporter entered. Mr. Robbins’ 
friend came to pour oil on the troubled water, 
and was referred to the father of the young 
lady, who, she said, ran a saloon on Sixth 
and O'Fallon streets. The reporter attempted 
to get astatement from Miss Smith, but was 
repulsed in a haughty manner and 
failed to get any more information. 
A visit was then paid to Sixth and O'Fallon 
streets in search of the father, but careful in- 
quiry failed to develop bis whereabouts. The 
case will come up for trialin the Second Dis- 
trict Police Court to-morrow at 9m. The 
Smiths say they will make their statement in 
open court, 


Another Case. 


Earlier in the evening about8o’clock Will- 
lam Adiel, a telegraph operator, was in- 
carcerated at the same _ station on 
a charge of making improper proposals 


to some small giris. Adiel was found in his 
cell in a very dispirited condition. His break- 
fast of bread and slices of exaggerated wiener- 
wurst was piled on the seat in monumental 
fashion on a pedestal consisting of the cover 
of a superannuated hymn book with a Salva- 
tion Army pedigree, and Adiel was braced on 
the seat where he could contemplate it while 
he rested his back against the heavy 
bars of his narrow prison, Adiel 
is asmall man, in fact he stopped extending 
himself heavenward ata very early period of 
his life.

I 
chased them away several times, and sud- 
denly Iwas arrested, charged, as they tell 
me, with making improper proposals to chil- 
dren. I did not doit; but if Icould have founda 
rock I would have cheerfully killed some of 
those chiidren.’’ The reporter called at the 
Garvin residence on the third floor of No. 817 
North Sixth street, where he found the mother 
of the two littie girls, Mra. James Garvin. 
Both children were atschooland Mrs. Garvin 
said: ‘‘My children were playing onthe street 
last night, and this little man was sitting in 
front of the restaurant below. He 

called Nellie over and said: ‘Come here 
sweetheart, and kiss ime;’’ she ran away and 
then he cailed Annie over and proposed to 
take her intoan alley. The children told me 
and Itold my husband who went down and 
had him arrested. I also learned that he 
offered another little girl a dollar to come 
with him just a few moments, before.’’ 

Mrs. Garvin said that she would not let her 
littie girls go into court as witnesses so that 
Adiel will probably get off scot free.

Some hours afterward, however, he was 
suddenly seized with syncope, with men- 
tal terror, lost all sense of location, could 
not recognize the simplest familiar ob- 
ject, and described what he saw erron- 
eously; his one objective symptom. was 
absolute anesthesia of the entire body. 
On the fourth day of his injury he had 
violent headaches, a pulse rate of forty- 
four and, in addition to the cutaneous 
anesthesia, loss of olfactory and taste 
sensations, with difficult hearing. On 

he fifth day the psychic symptoms sud- 

enly ceased, he could remember nothing 
which had happened and had no explana- 
tion for his condition. 

The patient subsequently became very 
melancholic, complaining of insomnia 
headache, spinal pain, weariness, a 
failure of appetite; no sensations of ter- 
ror or disordered dreams were pr 
The objective symptoms remaining were 
well marked cranial and — Se 
wsthesia; failure to distinguish ween 
white and colors; loss of smell and 
and impaired hearing; numbness and 
times paresis and spasms of the re- 
gion supplied by e facial nerve 
were also present.

A Remarkable Ceal-Tar Product Which Is 
Much Sweeter Than Sugar. 


From the Buffalo Courter. 

‘*This is saccharine,’’ said the chemist, 
as he showed a Courier man about a table- 
es of cream-colored powder. ‘‘It is 
the latest thing in the way of coal-tar 
products, and itis just about two thou- 
sand five hundred times sweeter than 
cane sugar. That little bottle came from 
Merck of Darmstadt, and costs $3. It is 
the new cure for diabetes mellitus, that 
killed Frank Tracy.’’ 

**New cure nothing,’’ said a portly gen- 
tleman representing the grape sugar 
works. It was discovered in 1879 by acci- 
dent, and it’s going to do more business 
than curing diabetes. Our house has im- 
ported one hundred pounds of it ata cost 
of something over athousand dollars, and 
we’re going to see what it will doin the 
way of making glucose an exact substitute 
for cane sugar. The estimate of the 
sweetening power of saccharine is 
that one part added to 2,800 parts 
of glucose will bring the latter up to 
the cane sugar or sucrose standard, and if 
only some smart fellow could succeed in 
crystallizing the compound he could be- 
come as rich as Vanderbilt. But we can’t 
granulate it as yet,and thus we must be 
content to use the new product for substi- 
tution purposes.” 

‘‘Whatis saccharine?’’ asked the Cou- 
rier’s investigator, and in reply he was 
informed that it isa product of the sur- 

rising new line of chemicals obtained 
rom the residuum of petroleum distilla- 
tion. In searching for a synthetical sub- 
stitute for quinine, a German chemist dis- 
covered a sweet, instead of an expected 
bitter principle, and it is now thought 
that it can be produced in sufficiently 
large quantities to become of commercial 
importance. 

he chemist said to the Courier man: 
**There is no more limit to the possibilities 
of discoveries from petroleum than there 
is of the coming powers of electricity. We 
are only beginuing to get acquainted with 
the outside edge of electricity, and I’m 
willing to bet you $10 that before you’re 
ten years older you’|l see folks go to the 
corner grocery and buy a quart of elec- 
tricity in a Faure cell to cook dinner 
with, just as gs go now tobuy kindling 
wood. Now, this petroleum is a distilla- 
tion, as far as I can make out, of sub- 
stances in the heartof the earth. Itis be- 
lieved by some scientists that in 
the stinking stuff which we call crude 
petroleum we have the essence of the 
flowers, the herbs, the plauts and whole 
flora of millions of years ago, and that 
the colors, such as we getin aniline tints 
of magenta, solferino and the rest, and 
the series of coal-tar perfumes, are noth- 
ing more nor less than the colors and 
odors of the flowers of millions of years 
ago, before the ancient oaks were car- 
bonized into coal strata, and when chorus 
girls were young and charming. This 
stuff has been stewing up for ages, and

Enthusiasm and generous feeling was the 
order of the day, but that night the very 
men who had been cheering each other 
were engaged in fierce skirmishing. 

While the two armies were in camp at 
Chattanooga there were twenty or thirty 
excellent bands on each side daily playing 
their respective airs. 

One night, after mostof them had re- 
tired from duty, three or four of the best 
bands in each army played for an hour or 
more, as if in rivalry. 

In the Union camp, after ‘‘Hail Colum- 
bia’? had been given, there would be 
cheer on cheer from 10,000 throats. 

‘*Ronnie Blue Flag’’ from the other side 
would be followed by an equal uproar 
from its supporters. 

At length a Union band struck up “‘The 
Girl I Left Behind Me,” and for a minute 
there was silence in the other camp, then 
a Confederate band caught up the refrain 
and the two played it together to the end. 
When they had finished there came, as if 
by common impulse, a_ succession of 
cheers from both camps, and the pickets, 
throwing caution to the winds, stood up 
and shouted together. 


A Legitimate Morganatic Son. 


From the London Life. 

The young Prince of Monaco has been 
traveling in Scotland and has visited most 
of the seats of the house of Hamilton, to 
which he belongs, through his mother, 
Lady Mary Douglas-Hamilton,' the 
Duke’s sister. The Prince is almost 
unique, in that although his mother’s 
marriage was annulled by the 
Chureh, he is nevertheless legally 
legitimate. The Princess of Monaco 
was divorced from her husband by 
decree of the actual reigning Pope, 
in January, 1880. Her plea was that she 
was not a willing partv to the marriage, 
aud that she never gave her consent to it, 
as she refused to pronounce the matri- 
monial vows, or, if she did so. it was in 
an inaudible tone. As there was witnesses 
to this fact, according to the Roman 
Church, the marrriage was declared null 
and void, but as it was also performed in 
due accordance with the civil law, the 
offspring is legitimate, though the civil 
marriage was also dissolved.

She likes New York; she re- 
joices in her own perfect freedom. and 
she dissipates in a bright, innocent, light- 
hearted way that is more like the 
joviality of boys and. girls than 
the dignity of three decades of years. The 
feminine bachelor goes to concerts and 
lectures, and to the theater a great deal. 
I have never missed her on a first night.

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HE WILL GO TO ENGLAND UNDER THE MAN- 
AGEMENT OF HARRY PHILLIPS. 


The Boston Slugger Will Be Gone a Year and 
Will Meet All Comers—He Again Talks of 
Retiring From the Ring—The Trotting 
Yesterday—Sporting News and Notes— 
Base Ball Gossip. 


By Telegraph to the PosT-DispaTcn. 

Boston, October 6.—J. L. Sullivan will sail 
for Europe October 29. Harry Phillips, a well- 
known sporting man from Montreal, has been 
in town forthree days making arrangements 
with the champion to become his manager. 
The business was settled yesterday after- 
noon, the day for starting decided upon anda 
plan of action mapped out. Phillips and 
Sullivan are reticent regarding the terms, 
but it is said that they will share 
equally the profits of the trip. Sulli- 
van said to a correspondent of the Post-Dis- 
PATCH: ‘*Yes,J am going to Europe with my 
friend Harry Phillips. We shall start the lat- 
ter part of this month and go to Liverpool 
first. Wewillmakea tour of England, Ire- 
land and Scotland during the fall and winter, 
and in the spring go to the Continent.’’ 

‘*Will any other pugilist go abroad with 
you?’’ 

**No, I shall go alone; that is, Ishall not 
travel with acombination. Jimmy McKeon, 
who has always accompanied me on my 
travels, will be with me, but merely as a per- 
sonal friendand companion. When I get to 
England I shail make arrangements to spar 
with the best men they have got over there, 
and at every exhibition will have it understood 
that I stand ready to meet all comers.’’ 

‘‘How long do you intend to remain 
abroad?’’ 

WILL BE GONE A YEAR. 

‘‘Well, I shall be away at least a year and 
perhaps more. Itall depends upon circum- 
stances. Iam going over there for money and 
not for further honors. I want that distinctly 
understood. WhenlIgetall the money that is 
forthcoming, Ishall return and retire perma- 
nently from the ring. lalso want this dis- 
tinctly understood. Ifany ofthe big fighters 
want to meet me they will have to speak with- 
in the next year or two or else forgo the pleas- 
ure of an encounter.’’ 

‘*What about Kilrain and Smith?’’ 

‘*I have already expressed a willingness to 
meet the winner andIshall not take back 
water. After they have settied their little 
dispute, I will be ready to talk business to 
them,.’’ 

**Do you think Kilrain will whip the En- 
glishman?’’ 

‘*To be candid with youI donot. Kilrain is 
a good fighter, but he will be greatly handi- 
capped in his coming battle. In the first 
place the chances are that he will not be given 
afairshow. He is going over there in the 
hands of an Englishman, will be trained by an

For 
the past three years Sullivan and Holske have 
been on bad terms, but they have become 
friends again. Holske will start at once and 
have things ready for America’s champion on 
his arrival. Sullivan is in the _ best 
of condition and never looked more 
able to fight for his life than he does 
to-day. Since the grand testimonial at 
the Boston Theater in August, he has 
been doing considerable work. Until the Ist 
of Septemnber he was in active training at Nan 
tasket Beach, and since then has been divid- 
ing his time between the Glen House, Water- 
town and Boston. At the former place, which 
isabout ten tmiles out of the city, several 
pugilists are now tn training for coming bat- 
tles, and John IL. usually walks out there 
twice a week to have a bout withthe speed 
balls, and accompany Councilman Billy Maho- 
ney'’s ‘‘unknown’’ ina spin on the Charles 
river.

DALY’S OPENING. 


A BRILLIANT AUDIENCE CRITICISES A. W. 
PINERO’S “DANDY DICK.” 


Swelldom and Bohemia Mingle at the Fash- 
ionable New York Theater—The Play Be- 
low the Standard of Mr. Daly’s Pieces— 
Nym Crimkle Picks Ont Its Faults— 
Amusement Notes. 


By Telegraph tothe Post-DisPatTcH. 

NEw YORK, October 6.—Mr. Daly’s Theater 
fell into line last night and society en banc was 
a witness. So there was notable giving and 
taking of merriment and gladness, amid much 
brilliancy of presence, it being understood 
now from Murray Hill to Madison Square that 
the opening of Daly’s Theater is always an 
event, irrespective of the play-bill, that must 
be experienced by everybody who will have 
anything to talk about at the next sociable, 
the next meeting of the choir or the next 
lull of gossip in tbe club. Conserv- 
ative swelldom and Bohemian cleverness 
join hands on Daly’s Theater and the opening 
night reveals literature, art, society, criticism 
and wealth leveled to the same dress- 
coat uniformity of satisfaction. That 
this brilliant assemblage was at all 
critical may be doubted. It was 60 
giad to see Mr. Daly’scompany again that the 
performance stopped at every entrance for 
them to make boisterous welcome and it 
allowed its good humor yery often to override 
its judgment. 

**DANDY DICK,’’ THE YEW PIECE, 
isnotatall upto Mr. A. W. Pinero s work 
previously seen atthis house. It isaplay that 
isopen to several objections and the most 
serious objection that acool judgment will 
this morning make againstit is that its humor 
is mainly furnished by the cheap device 
of contrasting the slang and horse-talk of 
the betting stable against the propriety and 
decorum of an English clergyman’s home, To 
a certain order of mind an impropriety is the 
funniest thing in the world if it be only com- 
mitted where it is mostoutof place. Upon 
this rather humiliating fact Mr. Pinero ap- 
pears to have constructed ‘‘Dandy Dick.’’ He 
makes a slangy and rather rude woman come 
into the Dean of St. Marvell’s home, where he 
has two charming daughters, bringing the 
flavor and the phraseology of the turf with her 
and the unseemliness of her language and de- 
portment in the presence of the fastidious 
dean produces the same hilarity that a riot- 
ous boy willcreate in ameeting-house. The 
two daughters of the dean, ore of them pre- 
sumably 15, makes an assignation 


with two idiotic English army officers 
to gotoa fancy ball. They are to steal out 
without their father’s knowledge and retura 
through a window in the morning. Mr. Pi- 
nero’s hilarious treatment of this Toads us to 
suspect that he believes this is the habitual 
custom, if not the proper caper, with all 
English clergymen’s daughters. He gives us 
an evening at homeintbe dean’s house, asif 
to show that an evening at home in a genteel 
family is the dullest thing on earth without 
dice and cards and Welsh rarebits and horse 
slang. Indeed, Georgiana Tidman, the horse- 
woman who is installed in the house, distinct- 
ly points this outin one or two ironical lines. 
ltis the purpose of the play, then, to show 
how the dean, who is pressed for money, is 
led to bet £50 on Dandy Dick in a coming 
race, Mr.Pinero’s suppgsition being that a bet 
is funny when a respectable dean makes 
it, in spite of his conscience. There 
were agreat many silly people inthe audi- 
ence who agreed with him. Having become 
interested in the horse, the clergyman then 
undertakes, late at night, to prepare a bolus 
for him that will preveut him from having a 
chill, and, going down to the stable to admin- 
ister it, is arrested by the watchers, who ac- 
cuse bim of attempting to poison the animal. 
This, it may be said, is peurile, even for Mr. 
Pinero. Itrests for its acceptance on the hy- 
pothesis thata clergyman caught in such a 
scrape is funnier than any other mancan be, 
In short, Mr. Pinero’s only use for the clergy- 
man in the play is to contrast his dignified in- 
nocence against his misfortunes. When it is 
saidthat Mr. Fisher played the part of the 
dean, it will be known that it was admirably 
played, but only to those who saw it will it be 
known how superbly and hopelessly he bore 
aloft a tine type of benevolent priest and 
father, in spite of the slang and impudence of 
the people who invaded his house. 
HIS OLD SERVANT PUT POISON 

into the bolus and when the dean is arrested 
and humiliated he offers to prove his inno- 
cence by taking some of the mixture himself. 
Miss Ada Rehan, who hasto enact the part of 
Georgiana Tidman, may be said to have Lady- 
Gay-Spankered itthrough four acts. But In 
spite of her gayety and her attempts toaddthe 
hostier to her many other attainments, she by 
no means shone with her full lusterin the role, 
for the simple reason that she felt the fallacy 
of it throughout. Even ina farce, acting 
must spring from character, not from 
mere contrariety. She is a farceur in 
a clergyman’s home, and the weakness 
of her badinage and the Impudence of 
her manner are supposed to be heightened by 
the place. This criticism applies rather to 
the part than to the actress. There is scarcely 
any rolein which Miss Rehan can appear at 
Daly’s Theater and not be applauded in it. 
But the fact remains that this favorite is much 
better in some roles than in others, and I ad- 
vance the statement that the role of Georgiana 
Tidman is not one ofthe best that has been 
given her, Atthe endofamost exquisitely 
valanced performance, the entire company 
was called before the curtain, and subse- 
quently Mr. Daly bimself. NYM CRINKLE.

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A PACIFIC BAILWAY TRAP. 


How the California Magnates Boast of Their 
Capture of Their Investigators. 


From the New York Graphic. 

When Lawyer Cohen of the Pacific Railway 
presented his bill for $22,000to Messrs. Patti- 
son, Anderson and Littler last week on behalf 
of the company he started a sensation of no 
small proportions. The Graphic published 
what the shrewd lawyer had said to its re- 
porter—that the Commissioners had eaten the 
food, drank the wines, smoked the cigars and 


siept in the beds of the railway company with- 
out paying for these things—explanations 
were decidedly in order, and they seem to 
have been going on ever since, But there are 
several interesting incidents connected with 
the accumulation of this $22,000 account which 
the Graphic is in position to make public. 

When the Commission first went to San 
Francisco the railroad people received them 
with open arms. They evidently meant to 
treat the three gentlemen in princely style, 
aud before they were well settied in their hotel 
Senator Stanford called and invited them to 
dinner at bis magnificent country residence to 
meet the celebrities, male and female, of the 
Pacific coast. The only one of the Commis- 
sioners who had a dress suitin his trunk was 
our own Mr. Anderson, for ex-Governor Patti- 
son is not a society man, and of course 
Mr. Littler had never had any use for 
such habiliments in LIllinols, so they de- 
clined the invitation. Next morning they 
called at the offices of the railroad and an- 
nounced themselves as ready to proceed with 
the investigation. ‘‘What,’’ said Vice-Presi- 
dent Potter, ‘‘not going to take a run through 
the city and along the coast for a few days be- 
fore beginning?’ : 

‘*No,’’ said Mr. Pattison. ‘‘Weare here for 
work, and have no time to spare if we expect 
to get our report ready for December.’’ And 
the taking of testimony began. 

When they were pretty well on with their 
work another attempt was made to geton the 
favorable side of the Commission. One 
of the fashionable clubs ave a 
special ‘‘lay out’’ one evening in their 
honor. Gov. Pattison and Mr. Anderson at- 
tended, and between the chestnuts and the 
wine the railway magnates there in full force 
frankly started the question as to what kind 
ofareport the Commissioners would present 
to Congress. Mr. Pattison did his utmost to 
escape from the company without being posi- 
tively rude, but was obliged at last to give 
open expression to the opinion that what he 
and Mr. Anderson had attended as a social 
reception had been evidently planned to capt- 
ure the Comm ssion, or at least to embarras® 
it in the discharge of its duties. They had 
half ad n similar invitations afterwards, 
but decliffed them. 

The Commission had been proof against the 
wiles of the club men, the State officials and 
United States Senators in California, but they 
justthrew up their hands and surrendered 
when they saw the preparations which shrewd 
old Charlies Crocter had madefor their com- 
fort and entertainment ontheir jaunts along 
the branches of the road—parlior car, a sleep- 
ing coach, a dining-room car, a cook and as- 
sistants who bad reputations to keep up, 
anda stock of supplies that would tickle the 
palate of an old-time epicurean. 

‘‘] want you to consider yourselves my 
guests,’’ said Mr. Crocker, ‘‘and Iwill try 
and show youthat good wines are not all in 
the East; that champion cooks are obtainable 
here, and thatthe cigars on the Pacific coast 
are better than Llinois stogies or New York 
two for fives.’’ 

‘‘Weaure obliged to you,’’ was Gov. Patti- 
son’s reply. ‘‘But as for myself, I never drink 
wine, and the other gentiemen would proba- 
bly prefer that each one pay for what he 
drinke, thus treating the railway company on 
these trips exactly as we do the hotels at 
which we stop.’’ 

Mr. Crocker sald nothing and the train 
started. The first dinner they had on the 
dining-car settled the fate of the Commission 
as far as the enjoyment of that trip was con- 
cerned—it was evident they were to havea 
journey not soon to be forgotten. When the 
sixth course was laid on the table by the 
silent, light-footed waiters the ample- 
stomached Commissioner from Illinois looked 
across the table at the ex-Governor and mur- 
mured between his sips of Sauterne: 

‘*Pattison, how long do you think this trip is 
going to last?’’ 

The Pennsylvania statesman smiled se- 
renely as he answered thatit had begun very 
——_ at least. As thecoffee and the 

randy and the cigars were brought in all 
memory of the desire to pay for the luxuries 
of the trip faded out, and inthe soothing sur- 
roundings prepared for them by Mr. Crocker 
the good Commissiouers finished their trip. 
It was nothing but a delightful reminiscence 
of their jaunt along the Pacific coast,one of the 
dreamy episodes between dry examinations, 
and they had Inspected the road and the coun- 
try and done their duty, and altogether had a 
delightful time. 

But that Cohen bill has wiped out all the 
pieasant memories of that well-kept dining- 
car, its sixteen brands of wine and its liquors 
and luxuries that have made Commissioner 
Littler a dyspeptic ever since. ” 

‘*Do we want any proof?’’ said the Califor- 
nia lawyer. ‘‘Well, look there. Who everin 
Pennsylvania saw Gov. Pattison smoke a 
cigar before? Hecontracted the habit on our 
special train along the coast, and it was our 
cigars that taught him that dissipation, and 
weare going to have pay for these cigars, 
those wines and other things: or if we don’t 
we will bring suit, andI cun promise that the 
testimony furnished on our side will be more 
interesting reading than the old chestnuts 
evoked by the investigation of our roads.’’ 

Itis said this morning that the Commission- 
ers have determined to divide the charges of 
the company and pay them outof their indi- 
vidual pockets.

NATIONAL FARMERS’ ALLIANCE, 


Conclusion of the Annual Session—Officers 
hLlected—Kailrvoad Monopolies. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., October 6.—The 
National Farmers’ Alliance ciosed its annual 
session here last night, and adjourned to meet 
next year in Des Moines. The _ following 
officers were elected: President, J. Burrows 
of Nebraska; Vice-President, ex-Senator L. 
D. Whiting of Illinois; Secretary, August 
Post of Iowa; Treasurer, J. J. Furlong of 


Minnesota; Lecturer, A. D. Chase of Dakota. 

J. Burrows, the new President, is 55 years of 
age. He was born in Western New York and 
is an old soldier. 

Gen. T. H. Barrat, President of the Minne- 
sota Alliance, presented « long address, which 
was adopted as the sentiment of the Alliance. 
It was devoted chiefly to denunciation of the 
ee railway system as producing monopo- 

istic power to the detriment of the peorle. 
Kegarding the interstate law, itsays: ‘‘Ifthe 
luw proves defective make it eflicient—in no 
case let it be repealed. Take no step 
backward, either in State or na- 
tional legislation. Government must con- 
trol railways as far as such control 
is necessary to protect the people. It ought 
to go no further. Dividends upon watered 
stockarea continuous andacontinued fraud 
upon the public which no lapse of time can 
condone. Every actof every public rallway 
corporation should be open to publicscrutiny. 
If honestly conducted no private interest can 
be injured, and if dishonestly managed the 
public bas aright to knowit. Every expendi 
ture, including salaries paid to railway offi- 
cials, are proper objects for public considera- 
tion; the public will be reasonable; the 
people pay the bilis—they have a right 
to know where the money goes. Raiiway 
property must be taxed as other préperty is 
taxed. it should pay its just share of State, 
county, school and all other local taxes. 
There must be freedom of traffic throughout 
the country. It is not the business of a cor- 
poration to direct the course of trafic in- 
trusted to as common carriers; it is its bustl- 
ness to transportit in such direction as the 
shipper may direct at reasonable rates and 
for allalike. Facilities at the lowest reason- 
able cost for interchange of traffic between 
intersecting or contiguous roads must be 
provided. Car load lots should be transferred 
without unloading.’’
